An artillery range is located near JIECE. The reported 
amrauni tior^iepot is therefore stocked primarily with artillery 
ammunition. Further information is required to determine what 
tank unit, if any, is to be stationed in JUICE* 

The arrival of tank ammunition indicates that the JINCE 
artillery range may also be used as a tank firing range. 
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
